The Greatest Archaeological Romance of the Centuries 


N this enlarged issue of forty pages the Mid-Week Pictorial presents a 
I special feature of nine pages, covering the latest discoveries made in the 

tomb of Tut-ankh-Amen. Five of theze pages are in colors, remarkable 
not only for their intrinsic beauty, but also hecause they are exact repro- 
ductions of the actual colors of the priceless treasures found in the Egyptian 
monarch’s sepulchre; the plates having been made from auto-chrome photo- 
graphs taken by Mr. Harry Burton, official photographer of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, New York. 

News dispatches from the scene of the most sensational archaeological find 
of the century have striven to convey the overwhelming impression made upon 
the senses of the excavators by the riot of color which burst upon their view 
when they entered the royal mausoleum. There was found a mass of treasure 
disclosing the pomp and splendor of Egypt at a time when she was the most 
civilized nation of the ancient world — chariots, statues, couches of state 
encrusted with gold, blazing with yellow, blue and scarlet, as lustrous as when 
the colors were first laid on by the skilled craftsmen of thirty-three centuries 
ago. The impression was one of bewildering and enchanting beauty. 

Up to the present, however, the world has had to be content with the 
glowing word pictures of the correspondents and with reproductions from 
black-and-white photographs. In this issue, for the first time on the North 
American Continent, some of the most notable of these wonderful discoveries 
are reproduced in all the brilliancy of their actual coloring. The reader sees 
them exactly as Howard Carter and the late Lord Carnarvon, discoverers of 
the treasure, saw them. It is as though one stepped on the magic carpet of 
Oriental story and were transported instantly to that magnificent shrine in 
the Valley of the Kings. The color plates mark an epoch in pictorial presenta- 


tion and are worthy of being framed and permanently preserved. 


The profound impression made upon the world by this most marvelous 
discovery in the history of archaeology in the present day has been deepened 
by the latest reports of the progress of the work. Labor had to be suspended 
during the Summer owing to the unbearable heat of the Nile Valley, but it 
was resumed as soon as cooler weather permitted, and the workers have reached 
the inner sarcophagus which, it is certain, contains the mummy of Tut-ankh- 
Amen, the final goal. The richness of the recent finds has been wholly in 
keeping with those previously made. The tomb has proved a treasure trove 
of incalculable wealth, but of far more importance is the contribution that 
has been made to human knowledge of the great days of the past. It is 
expected that this will be vastly increased with the examination of objects as 
yet untouched in the two side rooms of the tomb, with the hope of finding 
papyri which will elucidate the mystery which still surrounds the historical 
events of the reign of Tut-ankh-Amen and his successors. 

One by one the shrines which hindered access to the granite sarcophagus 
are being dismantled and their sides and roofs removed to the laboratory. Each 
shrine is a marvel of beauty of craftsmanship and design. They are heavily 
gilded and elaborately decorated with inscriptions and the figures of protective 
deities. The sarcophagus, which was disclosed inside the last shrine, is a 
superb specimen of its kind, with a rose-tinted surface upon the granite, which 
seems to be in perfect condition. The final act of this striking drama in the 
annals of archaeology is near at hand. What the lifting of the lid of the 
royal coffin may reveal is a matter of fascinating speculation—Pharaonic 
regalia, gems, records, crowns—but the world of science confidently expects 
that it will add materially to our knowledge of the ancient and mighty civiliza- 
tion which flourished for 3,000 years beside the Nile.
